appeal  and  recognition  of  fire  prevention  messages  originated  in 
California  a  few  years  ago.  The  program,  called  "Smokey  and  the 
Stars,"  was  extremely  popular.  Posters  of  various  sizes  and 
, .  baseball  cards  were  widely  distributed. 
Pritchard  said,  "The  idea  of  a  poster  featuring 
college  athletes  with  Smokey  originated  in 
1986,  but  until  just  recently, 'TJCAA  rules 
prohibited  student  athletes  from  supporting 
public  service  work."  That  ruling  was 
changed  this  winter,  clearing  the  way,  and 
making  Pritchard's  poster  idea  possible. 

To  launch  the  program  this  year,  each 
Forest  in  the  Region  contributed  a  portion 
of  their  fire  funds.  The  Forest  Service 
identified  the  sport  to  be  represented  by  each 
university,  and  the  university  selected  the 
athlete.  The  first  edition  of  the  poster  will 
feature  Steve  Johnson,  hockey  player  from 
the  University  of  North  Dakota,  Dan  Akins, 
basketball  player  from  the  University  of 
Idaho,  Brian  Ratzburg,  football  player  from 
Montana  State  University  and  Lisa  McLeod, 
basketball  player  from  the  University  of 
Montana.  As  soon  as  the  posters  are 
printed,  they  will  be  distributed  to  all  Forest 
Service  offices  in  the  Region. 

"If  this  pilot  program  proves  effective 
and  feasible,"  said  Pritchard,  "it  will  likely 
be  continued  in  the  Region."

New  State  Forester  in  North  Dakota 

Larry  Kotchman  of  Walhalla,  North  Dakota,  was  recently  selected  as  State  Forester  for  the 
State  of  North  Dakota.  Kotchman  has  been  Acting  State  Forester  for  the  past  two  years. 
Kotchman  gained  a  great  deal  of  respect  for  his  work  as  Acting  State  Forester.  He  initiated  a 
high  quality  Statewide  forest  insect  and  disease  survey.  Under  his  direction,  an  aggressive 
program  for  assisting  rural  fire  districts  improved  their  firefighting  capabilities,  and  considerable 
progress  was  made  to  slow  the  spread  of  Dutch  elm  disease  and  market  diseased  trees.  He 
significantly  revised  the  State  Forest  Resource  Plan,  accelerated  the  agency's  information  and 
education  efforts,  and  initiated  a  reorganization  of  the  agency. 

Kotchman  has  an  associate  degree  in  forestry  from  North  Dakota  State  University  and  a 
bachelor's  degree  in  forestry  from  the  University  of  Minnesota.  He  was  Asst.  Area  Forester  for 
Wisconsin  Dept,  of  Natural  Resources  from  1972-75,  and  Northeast  District  Forester  for  the 
North  Dakota  Forest  Service  from  1975-86. 

Glenn  Roloff,  TCFPM  in  the  Regional  Office,  and  a  member  of  the  search  committee  that 
made  the  recommendations  for  the  selection,  said  "we’re  fortunate  to  have  a  man  of  Kotchman's 
ability  in  this  key  position."  Roloff  explained  that  the  Forest  Service  provides  over  one-quarter 
million  dollars  each  year  on  a  cost/share  basis  with  the  North  Dakota  Forest  Service  for 
conducting  State  and  private  forestry  programs  throughout  the  State. 

Other  members  of  the  search  committee  were  Dr.  Art  Boe  (Chairman),  N.D.  State  University; 
Bruce  Wight,  USDA  Soil  Conservation  Service;  Gary  Puppe,  N.D.  Assn,  of  Soil  Conservation 
Districts;  and  Roy  Lafromboise,  N.D.  Forest  Service.  Dr.  Robert  Koob,  Acting  President  of  North  Dakota  State  University,  made  the 
final  selection,  which  was  then  approved  by  the  North  Dakota  State  Board  of  Higher  Education.

Adopt  A  District

Y’ou've  heard  of  "adopt  a  trail"  and  "adopt  a  horse,"  but  have 
you  ever  heard  of  "adopt  a  district"?  An  apparent  first,  the 
Lincoln  District  of  the  Helena  NF  and  the  Wise  River  District  of 
the  Beaverhead  NF  have  adopted  each  other  as  a  means  to  share 
ideas.  On  April  13  all  Wise  River  District  personnel  loaded  up 
and  traveled  to  Lincoln.  The  following  day  the  two  Districts 
shared  information  on  current  programs,  then  broke  into  smaller 
groups  and  compared  individual  jobs.  This  exchange  showed  that 
similar  jobs  are  often  done  in  different  ways. 

The  idea  for  this  joint  meeting  originated  at  the  1987  Ranger 
Seminar  when  Ron  Desjardins  and  Ed  Levert  were  discussing  the 
different  ways  we  do  business.  During  the  Lincoln  visit  the  idea 
of  having  a  sister  district  was  discussed,  and  it  was  decided  to 
maintain  close  relationships  by  reciprocal  visits  and  exchanging 
current  information.  The  exchange  has  been  mutually  beneficial 
and  the  idea  is  being  forwarded  to  the  "Discovery  Proposal" 
committee  of  the  Helena  Forest,  a  committee  charged  with 
addressing  new  ideas.

Billings  area.  For  the  past  nine  years  sixth  graders  in 
Billings  and  nearby  towns  have  been  participating  in  classes 
taught  by  employees  of  Beartooth  Ranger  District.  Tom  Alt, 
forestry  technician,  began  teaching  the  classes  nine  years  ago,  and 
was  joined  last  year  by  wilderness  ranger  Blase  DiLulo.

Over  the  nine-year 
period  over  25,000  students  in  a  three-county  area  have  heard  the 
messages  these  two  educators  are  promoting.

Jukkala  devised  the 
aluminum  foil  pup  tent, 
known  as  an  emergency 
fire  shelter,  which  is  now 
required  equipment  for  all 
Forest  Service  firefighters. 

Jukkala  is  program 
leader  for  Fire  &  Aviation 
Management  and  Safety  at 
Missoula  Technology  & 

Development  Center.  He 
was  recently  awarded  the 
1988  Federal  Laboratory 
Consortium  National  Award  for  excellence  in  technology 
development  and  transfer.  A1  West,  Deputy  Chief  of  the  Forest 
Service,  said  Jukkala  was  honored  for  his  superior  performance  in 


developing  safety  systems  and  materials  for  wildland  firefighters. 

Jukkala  said,  "This  award  is  really  in  recognition  of  a  team 
effort  by  a  number  of  people  at  the  Missoula  Center,  including 
Ted  Putnam,  Bob  Hensler,  Jim  Kautz  and  Ron  Gaumer."  "They 
all  deserve  equal  credit  for  implementing  fire  shelter  use 
throughout  the  wildfire  suppression  community,"  he  said,  "I 
consider  this  a  team  award  in  recognition  of  the  work  of  all  these 
people  at  the  Missoula  Center."

Nez  Perce  Employees  Get  Health  Evaluation

This  spring,  60  Nez  Perce  NF  employees  participated  in  the  University  of  Idaho  Health  Risk  Evaluation.  The  tests  were  sponsored 
by  the  Quality  of  Worklife/Federal  Women's  Program  with  David  Hayes  of  the  Clearwater  Ranger  District  responsible  for 
coordination.  The  University  of  Idaho  was  awarded  the  contract  on  a  competitive  basis.  The  first  testing  was  available  only  to 
permanent  employees  and  was  limited  to  just  a  few  from  each  unit  Later  it  was  available  to  all  employees  and  spouses. 

A  wide  range  of  tests  were  given  to  each  employee,  including  electrocardiogram,  blood  pressure,  flexibility,  muscular  endurance, 
pulmonary  capacity,  percent  body  fat,  stress,  height  and  weight,  and  tryglyceride/cholesterol  blood  tests.  A  nutrition  analysis  was 
available.  After  tests  were  completed,  the  participants  met  as  a  group  and  discussed  results. 

All  participants  were  enthusiastic  about  the  Health  Risk  Evaluation.  It  gave  them  a  general  idea  of  how  healthy  they  were  and 
showed  where  they  could  improve.  The  evaluation  will  give  the  Nez  Perce's  health  and  wellness  group  some  topics  to  focus  on  for  the 
Forest's  wellness  program.

In  Memoriam 


HANS  ROFFLER,  Region  One  employee  for  34  years,  died  January  30  in  Mesa,  Arizona.  Roffler,  who  held  a  forestry  degree 
from  the  University  of  Montana,  did  seasonal  work  for  the  Forest  Service  from  1933  until  his  first  permanent  appointment  in  1936. 
He  served  as  a  forester  on  the  Bitterroot,  Kootenai  and  Clearwater  National  Forests.  After  three  years  on  the  Lochsa  Ranger  District, 
Clearwater  NF,  he  was  promoted  to  District  Ranger  on  the  Red  River  and  Selway  Districts  of  the  Nezperce  NF.  He  served  on  the 
timber  management  staff  on  the  Coeur  d'Alene  NF  from  1947  to  1956,  then  transferred  to  State  &  Private  Forestry  in  the  Regional 
Office,  where  he  worked  until  his  retirement  in  1966.  After  retirement  he  taught  forestry  courses  at  Missoula  Technical  Institute  and 
Flathead  Community  College,  and  did  forestry  consulting. 

WARREN  "CHUCK"  PETERSON,  a  lifetime  resident  of  Sandpoint,  Idaho,  died  June  2  in  Spokane  at  age  63.  Peterson  worked  for 
the  Forest  Service  in  engineering  for  33  years,  beginning  in  1939  at  age  17,  until  his  retirement  in  1972.
